NOTE: The proposed amendments to claim 21 raise new issues, in particular, addition of the term -said- and 
removal of the term -mean-. These proposed amendments would require further consideration. Other proposed amendments to claim 
21 would overcome rejection under 35 USC 112 and would be entered if submitted separately. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The scope of claim 21 is unclear. It is unclear if 
the proposed language means that the totality of the ink receiving layer or at least one layer of the ink receiving layer comprises cross- 
linked porous polyester particles wherein at least 58% of said crosslinked porous polyester particles have a diameter of less than 0.5 
micrometers. It makes a difference if these particles are all of the cross-linked porous polyester particles present in all ink receiving 
layers or if these particles are only one type of particle present in a single layer. Applicants' statement at the bottom of page 1 0 of the 
response does not clarify if other cross-linked polyester particles may be present in the same layer as the claimed particles. Claim 29 
still appears to indicate that the cross-linked particles of claim 21 are only one type of particle that may be present - i.e. that other cross- 
linked porous polyester particles may be present in the same layer and have a mean particle size of greater than 0.5 micrometers .
